IT WAS FOUL PLAY. 


Dick Oglesby Murdered by Tramps 


and Thrown Out of a Car. 


The' relatives of the late Richard M. 


Oglesby have been unable to get any 
communication from Marionville, Mo., 
giving the particulars of his death. In 
.he Chicago Herald ot to-day appears 
.he following telegram which probably 
tells the -whole story of Dick's sad end: 


SPBINQFTKLD, Mo., Oct. 19.—Late on 


Tuesday night a number ot section men 
employed by the Frisco road discovered 
the body of a man lying by the side of 
the track 16 miles west ot here, who had 
been murdered and the body placed 
where it was discovered, in order to give 
the impression of accidental death, ine 
skull had been crushed with a coupling 
pin, which was found some fifty yards 
down the track. The body was identified 
as that of Richard M. Oglesby, a cousin 
of the governor of Illinois, and whose 
home was at Decatur, 111. This morning 
an additional clue was discovered which 
leads to the belief that Oglesby was at- 
tacked by tramps in a box car, who 
thought to rob him, and being resisted 
murdered him and threw the body from 
the ear. How Oglesby came to be in the 
car, or what he was doing in this part of 
the country is not known. The crew of 
the freight train on which the murder 
was committed all profess ignorance of 
the dead man or his assailants, but a 
yard hand at Monette states that when 
the train arrived there three suspicious 
looking characters left an empty box car 
and walked rapidly away. 


The body was sent to Decatur m a 


coffin without having receive* proper at- 
tention. There were no marks of vio- 
lence except the fracture of the skull 
and a scratch on the arm. He could 
not have received the wounds by a fall 
from a train. His clothing was well 
brushed when the body arrived here, but 
it appeared that Dick had not been 
shaved for about a week. He had prob- 
ably left the dramatic company with 
which he had been traveling. There was 
not a cent of money on his person—noth- 
ing but his papers and some letters, 
which led to his identity. The authori- 
ties in Missouri will doubtless do their 
best to hunt down the murderers and 
bring them to justice.
